Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3, 4, 7, 9-1 1 , 25-27, 29, and 30 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: prior art does not teach or suggest a controller adapted to allow a user to 
instruct the reader/writer to write the manufacturing date on the associated ink to the 
identified tag while the ink container is installed in the printing system to determine the 
expiration date of the ink associated with the identified tag has been exceeded. Prior 
art teaches only the reading of the manufacturing date from the reader/writer.
